The city officers to be ap)H>iuted by 
the m ayor w ill serve d uring the pleas­ 
ure of the m ayor, or in other words 
would continue during the fa ithful pe r­ 
form ance of the ir duties, the m ayor 
having pow er to rem ove any for cause.

Six are Killed by an Explos* 


sion in a Princeton. Ind., 


Coal Mine. 


Fo ur Others Were Serio usly In­ 


jured o f Who m Two Will Pro 


bably No t Reco v er- ’

23. — Six 
m iners are de-.d and four injured, two 
probably fatally, as the result of an 
explosion in the mine of the Princeton 
Coal and Mining company here. 
The dead: 
Hudson W eatherby. aged 
thirty years, m arried ; Edmond Geiser, 
tw enty-three, single; 
Albert Geiser. 
twenty-one. 
single; 
H arry 
T aggart, 
forty-six. single; W illiam Biggs, th'rty 
eight, m arried; George Dill, forty-six, 
m arried. 
The injured: 
John Dill, son 
of George Dill, tw enty years old, sin­ 
gle, seriously burned and will probably 
die; W illiam Jones, fifty-eight, m ar­ 
ried, seriously burned and will proba­ 
bly die; 
Joseph 
W ard, forty-seven, 
m arried, will recover; General Cole, 
thirty-seven, will recover. 
Of the dead all bnt Dill were dead 
when found in the mine. 
T heir bodies 
were rescued two hours after \he ex­ 
plosion. the delay being caused by the 
inability of the rescuers to com bat the 
after-dam p. 
The five injured. Includ­ 
ing George Dill, who later died, were 
brought to the surface thirty m inutes 
after the explosion. 
They were found 
heaped together in an 
unconscious 
state. 
The Cause of tne d isaster is not 
k nown save that it resulted from a 
powder explosion. 
The m iners were 
mak ing their blasts previous 
to leav 
ing the mine last evening, and most 
of the m iners had ascended. 
W hether 
it was a prem a.ure shot or an over­ 
charge is not k nown now. nor is it 
k nown who nred the shot. 
It is prob 
able one of the dead m iners fired the 
shot, 
b ut which one may never be 
k nown. 
The men who were in the 
mine can give no light on the cause. 
The explosion wreck ed a portion of 
the mine and the supporting tim bers 
were hurled in every direction. 
The 
supports gone, the slate roof gave way 
In many places and the rescuers were 
in constant danger from this source. 
The first intim ation on top ground 
that an explosion had occurred was the 
action of the cage rope, which was 
ascending. 
The engineer noted a re­ 
laxing of the hoisting rope, indicating 
a force from below hitting the cage. 
This is the scoond serious diasster 
for this mine, operated and owned by 
the Princeton Coal and Mining com 
pany. M essrs. Hubbard and Ogle of In­ 
dianapolis being the principal stock ­ 
holders. 
Nine years ago an explosion 
ih the m ine k illed nine men. 


Noblesville, Ind.. March 23.—Mayor 
j Dulin in an address delivered to the 
j city council again criticised in severe 
term s the practice of aw arding prizes 
I at card parties. 
W hen he went into 
office last oeptem ber he ask ed the so- 
| ciety people of the city to cease giving 
j prizes at parties, and in a general way 
the practice was discontinued, but It 
has been resum ed again. 
Among other things Mayor Dulin 
said the b*?tter class of people could 
not justly censure the police for per­ 
m itting gam bling rooms to run when 
they indulged in what he considered 
to be equally as bad a practice, at 
least in its moral effect, in their par­ 
lors. 
He insisted that as all the slot 
and cigar m achines had been removed 
from business houses without com ­ 
plaint from the proprietors, society 
people should show a lik e spirit to 
comply with tne law. 
The m ayor in­ 
structed the police to k eep a close 
watch on all card parties, regardless 
of where they are held. 
If the officers 
can secure evidence that prizes are 
being given, arrests will be made.

PLEAD GUILTY 


AND IS FINED 


Penalty is Fine o f $50 and Dis­ 


franchisement Fo r Fro m Ten 


to Twenty Years. 


The present Jaw against the corrup­ 
tion of the ballot as is w ell k now n, 
provides punishm ent only for the vote 
seller and fixes his 
punishm ent a t 
disfranchisem ent 
m erely. 
The 
new 
law w hich goes into effect next June, 
provides punishm ent for both b uyer 
and seller, the ^penalty being the sam e 
in each case, a fine of #50 and d isfra n­ 
chisem ent for a period of not less than 
ten nor m ore than tw enty years. 
A 
very wise provision of the law and 
one w hich w ill m ak e its enforcem ent 
possible exem pts 
from 
punishm ent 
either the buyer or seller provided he 
testifies against the other. 
The law 
applies, to* quote its 
language, to 
“ whoever directly or indirectly hires, 
buys or offers to buy, or furnishes 
any money or other m eans to he nsed, 
or handle anv monev or other m eans 
k now ing the same to be used to in ­ 
duce, hire or buy any i*» rson or vote 
or refrain from voting any tick et for 
any candidate for any office to be voted 
for at any election held in this S ta te ; 
or wlioever attem pts by such m eans to 
induce any jxirsou to vote or refrain 
from voting for any candidate at any 
election or prim ary election. 
“ Also to whosoever sells, barters or 
offers to refrain from voting tor any 
candidate—either for any m oney or 
property or thing of value, or for any 
prom ise or favor or hope of rew ard. 
“ Any person called as a w itness to 
testify against another for the vio­ 
lation of any one of tlie provisions 
of section one or tw o of this act, is a 
co mpetent w itness to prove the offense, 
although he m ay have ^concurred as a 
party, and shall be com pelled to te s ti­ 
fy as other w itnesses, ¡b ut such e vi­ 
dence shall not he used against him in 
any proseontiou for such or any other 
offense grow ing ont of the m atters 
about w'hich he testifies, and he shall 
not he liable to tria l by indictm ent 
or inform ation for punished for such 
offense. ”
